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Gorbachev  discloses 
arsenal  reduction  plan 


PARIS  (AP)  —  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  disclosed 
details  Thursday  of  a  new,  three-point  Soviet  plan  for  reducing 
superpower  strategic  arsenals  by  50  percent,  and  offered  to  talk 
directly  with  France  and  Britain  on  reducing  their  independent 
nuclear  forces. 

Gorbachev  outlined  three  major  elements  of  the  Soviet  plan  in 
a  speech  to  French  legislators:  To  cut  strategic  weapons  by  half 
and  prohibit  space  weapons,  to  talk  with  France  and  Britain  on 
reducing  nuclear  weapons  in  Europe  and  the  reduction  of  Soviet 
medium-range  missiles  targeted  on  Europe. 

He  said  the  Soviet  Union  is  cutting  back  its  SS-20  medium- 
range  missiles  in  Europe  to  243,  the  number  he  said  were  de¬ 
ployed  in  June  1984. 

“There  can  be  no  victors  in  a  nuclear  war,”  the  Soviet  leader 
said.  “It  is  time  to  draw  a  practical  conclusion  from  this  —  to  stop 
the  nuclear  arms  race. 

“A  few  days  ago  we  proposed  to  the  government  of  the  United 
States  to  come  to  terms  on  the  total  prohibition  of  space  strike 
arms  for  both  sides  and  to  reduce  really  radically,  by  50  percent, 
the  nuclear  arms  capable  of  reaching  each  other’s  territory,”  he 
said. 

Referring  to  the  Reagan  administration’s  Star  Wars  program 
for  research  on  space-based  missile  defense  systems,  Gorbachev 
said  it  was  “naive  ...  to  search  for  a  solution  of  the  problem  of 
security  in  the  perfection  of  the  shield  and  the  sword.” 


Gorbachev  noted  the  French  have  insisted  that  their  indepen¬ 
dent  nuclear  forces  cannot  be  negotiated  without  French  parti¬ 
cipation.  The  British  also  have  refused  to  be  included  in  the 
present  U-S  Soviet  arms  control  negotiations. 

NATO  insists  the  independendent  British  and  French  arms 
not  be  included  as  part  of  its  arsenal  in  the  reduction  negotiations 
with  the  Soviets,  and  the  Soviets  have  rejected  the  NATO  posi¬ 
tion. 

“The  Soviet  Union  is  prepared  for  such  a  direct  dialogue  with 
France  just  as  with  Britain,”  Gorbachev  said. 

“Here  I  want  to  stress  that  we  will  take  into  account  the 
security  interests  of  France  in  the  most  attentive  manner,”  he 
said. 

Michel  Vauzelle,  spokesman  for  French  President  Francois 
Mitterrand,  said  there  would  be  no  comment  on  Gorbachev’s 
proposal  until  the  joint  news  conference  the  two  leaders  are  to 
hold  Friday  morning. 

Reagan,  visiting  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  said  he  had  no  objection  to 
separate  Soviet  negotiations  with  France  and  Britain. 

“Certainly  the  United  States  cannot  negotiate  with  the  Soviets 
about  what  they’re  going  to  do  with  regard  to  the  nuclear  missiles 
of  other  countries,”  he  said. 

Reagan  added,  “Everything  they  are  saying  is  a  change  in 
their  position.”

A  year  and  a  half  is  more  than  the  nor¬ 
mal  amount  of  time  most  students  spend 
preparing  for  tests,  but  by  March  31, 1986, 
BYU  officials  will  have  spent  that  much 
time  preparing  for  the  university  to  be 
examined  by  the  Northwestern  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

From  March  31  to  April  2,  a  team  of  15 
professors  from  colleges  around  the  coun¬ 
try  will  be  on  campus.  After  reading  va¬ 
rious  reports  and  talking  to  students  and 
faculty,  they  will  determine  whether  BYU 
will  be  nationally  reaccredited. 

“This  is  a  very  important  process,”  said 
Roger  Spagnolo,  administrative  assistant 
to  the  reaccreditation  committee  at  BYU. 
“It  gives  us  a  chance  to  look  at  ourselves 
and  our  goals  and  see  how  we’re  doing.” 

The  reaccreditation  committee  first 
convened  in  November  1984.  Members  re¬ 
viewed  the  criteria  sent  to  them  by  the 
Northwestern  Association  of  Schools,  and 
Colleges,  the  regional  accrediting  orga¬ 
nization  that  will  judge  BYU. 

General  criteria  were  adapted  for  each 
department  and  college  on  campus,  and 
each  of  those  organizations  were  asked  to 
complete  a  comprehensive  self  study. 

“This  didn’t  just  affect  the  academic 
areas,”  explained  Spagnolo.  “Self-studies 
were  done  by  the  Bookstore,  Women’s 
Concerns  Committee,  Student  Life,  the 
Graduate  Office,  Placement  Center, 
Health. Services  —  every  area  of  the  uni¬ 


versity.” 

The  departments  submitted  reports  to 
the  committee  in  June.  “Now  the  commit¬ 
tee  is  in  the  process  of  condensing  these 
reports,”  said  Spagnolo.  “We  have  two 
shelves  of  reports  that  we  now  need  to

Criteria  forjudging  were  established  by 
the  Commission  on  Colleges  of  the  North¬ 
western  Association  of  Schools  and  Col¬ 
leges.  Bob  Bowlin,  assistant  director  of 
the  commission,  said  requirements  were 
decided  upon  by  a  select  group. 

“A  commission  of  about  25  people  make 
up  the  criteria;  then  at  an  annual  meeting, 
all  of  the  members  have  a  chance  to  vote  on 
them,”  he,  said. 

The  membership  is  made  up  of  dele¬ 
gates  from  each  of  the  25  member  univer¬ 
sities  and  hundreds  of  elementary  and 
high  schools,  Bowlin  said.

Bowlin  said:  “Accreditation  is  necessary 
for  an  institution  to  receive  many  of  the 
federal  grants  and  funds.  Also,  many 
foundations  will  consider  applications  only 
from  students  who  attended  accredited 
universities. 

“If  a  student  wants  to  transfer  to 
another  institution,  many  will  riot  accept 
credits  from  an  unaccredited  school.” 
Bowlin  added. 

“They  also  asked  about  the  scholarship, 
productivity,  teaching  skills,  personal  de¬ 
velopment,  and  service  to  the  university 
and  community  shown  by  the  faculty. 
They  want  to  be  sure  we  have  well  — 
rounded,  professors.  ” 

“I’ve  said  it  before,  the  accreditation  is 
not  a  risk  —  the  committee  is  completely 
confident  that  BYU  will  be  accredited,” 
Spagnola  said.

The  campaign  promises  of  ASBYU  President 
Chris  Doughty  and  Executive  vice  president  Eric 
Frame  concerning  the  restructuring  of  student 
government  may  begin  to  be  fulfilled  beginning  this 
month  with  the  formation  of  various  student  com¬ 
mittees. 

“The  restructuring  process  will  begin  Oct.  14 
when  student  government  restructuring  commit¬ 
tees  will  be  organized  to  get  ideas  directly  from  the 
student  body,”  said  Doughty. 

Students’  chance 

“This  is  the  chance  for  students  to  give  sugges¬ 
tions  about  how  they  would  like  to  see  ASBYU  set 
up,”  added  Frame.  “Those  who  have  always  had  a 
bone  to  pick  with  student  government  can  now  not 
only  speak,  but  do.” 

The  restructuring  committees  will  be  made  up  of 
representatives  from  special  interest  groups  on 
campus  and  from  the  student  body  at  large.  Mailers 
will  be  sent  to  clubs  and  “special  interest”  groups 
Doughty  said. 

“We  will  also  invite  as  many  students  as  want  to 
participate  to  come  to  the  ELWC  Fourth  Floor  and 
submit  an  application,”  said  Doughty.  “We  will 
make  as  many  committees  as  it  takes  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  number  of  interested  students.” 

Each  committee  will  be  made  up  of  eight  to  ten 
students  to  provide  a  better  exchange  of  ideas. 
Participation  will  require  a  commitment  to  work 
eight  to  ten  hours  per  week,  Doughty  said. 

The  deadline  for  students  to  apply  is  Thursday  at 
5  p.m.  Applications  can  be  picked  up  at  the  informa¬ 
tion  desk  on  the  ELWC  Fourth  Floor. 

Students  who  cannot  be  in  a  committee  but  still 
want  to  give  their  input  can  give  their  proposals 
directly  to  Doughty. 

Ideas  to  be  discussed 

The  committees  will  have  five  meetings  and  dis¬ 
cuss  ideas  to  be  included  in  a  proposal  that  will  be 


submitted  to  the  Executive  Council,  said  Jon  Cole¬ 
man,  director  of  student  committees. 

“After  ideas  have  been  discussed,  the  committee 
will  put  together  their  proposal  with  each  person 
giving  his  input,”  he  said.  Forums  will  take  place  on 
October  17  and  31  in  the  ELWC  Memorial  Lounge 
to  discuss  proposals  with  students. 

In  December,  the  Executive  Council,  made  up  of 
Chris  Doughty,  Eric  Frame,  and  two  advisors,  will 
discuss  the  feasibility  of  each  of  the  proposals  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  restructuring  committees. 

“We  want  to  fit  the  student  ideas  into  the  para¬ 
meters  of  BYU,”  Doughty  said. 

The  Executive  Council  will  take  similar  ideas 
from  each  of  the  proposals  and  group  them  into  a 
few  main  proposals,  he  said. 

Put  to  vote 

“In  January,  we  will  open  the  voting  booths  and 
take  the  resulting  proposals  to  the  students.  We 
want  the  students  to  be  behind  their  new  student 
government,”  said  Doughty. 

The  administration  is  apparently  very  much  be¬ 
hind  the  changes. 

“President  Holland  has  initiated  many  changes 
throughout  the  school.  This  is  just  one  more  depart- 
ment  in  need  of  change. 

“We  have  been  told  by  the  administration  that 
ASBYU  in  its  present  form  doesn’t  serve  students 
needs,  because  it  isn’t  as  representative  as  it  should 
be,”  said  Doughty. 

Administration  willing 

Frame  said,  “The  administration  is  very  willing 
to  come  up  with  a  better  system  to  solve  the  inhe¬ 
rent  problems  existing  in  the  system. 

“Every  president  for  the  past  few  years  has 
attempted  some  sort  of  change.  We  are  excited  to 
be  able  to  help.  The  changes  will  affect  every  aspect 
of  student  life,”  Doughty  said.

New  space  shuttle 
rockets  into  orbit 


CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  (AP)  — 
Atlantis  joined  America’s  space  shuttle 
fleet  Thursday  with  a  dazzling  liftoff  on  a 
mission  of  mystery,  carrying  five  astro¬ 
nauts  and  a  pair  of  military  satellites  built 
to  withstand  nuclear  radiation. 

“The  space  shuttle  is  in  orbit,”  was  Mis¬ 
sion  Control’s  terse  announcement  45  mi¬ 
nutes  after  liftoff. 

Except  for  the  launch,  which  cOuld  be 
seen  from  much  of  central  Florida,  the 
flight  had  as  much  secrecy  as  the  Air 
Force  could  muster. 

The  Air  Force  said  in  advance  there 
would  be  only  two  public  reports  about 
Atlantis  unless  problems  develop.  The 
first,  a  status  report  four  hours  into  the 
flight;  the  other,  a  24-hour  notice  that  the 
shuttle  will  land  at  Edwards  Air  Force 
Base  in  California.  ' 

The  U.S.  shuttle  fleet  now  stands  at 
four.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  U.S.  officials 
said  Thursday  they  believe  former  CIA 
agent  Edward  L.  Howard  started  work¬ 
ing  for  the  Soviet  KGB  because  he  was 
angry  over  being  assigned  to  Moscow. 

“He  was  ticked  off  over  his  assignment 
to  Moscow,  said  one  official  Thursday 
when  asked  why  Howard  is  thought  to 
have  become  a  Soviet  spy.  “That’s  why  he 
went  over  to  the  other  side.” 

Sources  also  said  Thursday  Howard 
learned  of  FBI  interest  in  him  when 
agents  visited  his  house  last  month.  He 
soon  fled. 

Howard,  33,  went  to  work  for  the  CIA’s 
clandestine  service  in  January,  1981,  and 
was  fired  by  the  CIA  in  June,  1983, 
according  to  U.S,  officials  who  were  un¬ 
certain  as  to  the  reason  for  his  dismissal. 

Howard  told  co-workers  when  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  native  New  Mexico  in  July, 
1983,  that  he  had  just  turned  down  a  gov¬ 
ernment  assignment  to  Moscow.  That  re¬ 
fusal  might  have  prompted  a  firing,  but 
two  sources  indicated  that  Howard  had 
failed  a  CIA-administered  polygraph.

A  mediocre  ‘85  record  accompanies  The 
Daily  Universe’s  fearless  prognostica¬ 
tors.  Both  Tom  and  Frank  sport  25-12  re¬ 
cords  on  the  season  —  predicting  games  at 
a  less-than-impressive  68  percent  clip. 

After  a  slow  start  Tom  came  on  with  a 
5-1  week  the  last  go-around  while  Frank 
slipped  to  3-3,  salvaging  respectability  by 
correctly  tabbing  Tennessee’s  upset  of 
Auburn. 

BYU  at  Colorado  State:  The  Cougars 
will  come  into  the  game  well  rested,  but 
will  be  missing  the  services  of  ace  wide 


receiver  Glen  Kozlowski.  The  1-3  Rams 
are  still  a  mystery,  having  beaten  only 
lowly  UTEP  but  playing  Louisiana  a 
strong  game,  finally  succumbing  17-3.

as  BYU  invades  CSU

After  its  most  ambitious  pre-season  schedule  in 
history,  BYU  opens  the  ’85  WAC  wars  on  the  road 
at  Colorado  State  Saturday.  Kickoff  is  1:30  p.m. 
The  Rams  are  1-1  in  the  conference  (1-3  overall) 
with  a  win  at  home  over  UTEP  and  last  week’s  loss 
to  San  Diego  State. 

The  game  presents  an  opportunity  for  the 
Cougars  to  reach  a  milestone  in  their  long  climb 
from  college  football  oblivion.  The  series  between 
the  two  schools  stands  at  22-22-3.  Should  the 
Bougars  win,  they  would  take  the  lead  in  the  series 
for  the  first  time  ever. 

If  the  early  season  is  any  indication,  BYU  will  not 
have  an  easy  time  claiming  its  10th  consecutive 
conference  crown.  Air  Force  has  jumped  into  the 
Top  20  with  four  impressive  wins,  and  Utah  is 
making  rumblings  about  becoming  a  legitimate  con¬ 
ference  contender.  While  there  might  be  the  temp¬ 
tation  to  let  up  after  the  four  big  non-conference 
games,  the  Cougars  don’t  foresee  any  eventuality 
of  the  sort. 

“Last  season,  our  toughest  games  came  from 
within  the  conference,”  said  BYU  running  back  Vai 
Sikahema. 

“Our  No.  1  goal  coming  into  every  season  is  to 
win  the  conference  championship.  That’s  the- most 
important  thing,”  said  linebacker  Kurt  Gouveia. 

“This  has  all  the  earmarks  of  a  very  difficult  ball 
game,”  said  BYU  head  coach  LaVell  Edwards.  “It 
.should  be  a  typical  conference  contest.” 

Despite  the  rhetoric,  the  Rams  have  dropped 


nine  straight  games  to  the  Cougars,  and  have  been 
erratic  during  the  early  season.  “After  watching 
(CSU  play)  LSU  and  San  Diego  State  (17-3  and 
48-23  losses,  respectively),  it’s  hard  to  say  what 
kind  of  team  CSU  has.  Its  receivers  must  have 
dropped  10  passes  against  the  Aztecs,  so  it’s  hard  to. 
get  a  true  evaluation,”  Edwards  said. 

“We  haven’t  had  a  whole  lot  of  strengths  this 
year,”  lamented  Ram  mentor  Leon  Fuller.  “Steve 
Bartalo  is  a  fine  running  back  and  Kelly  Stouffer  is  a 
good  passer.  Our  offensive  line  is  improving,  but 
our  receivers  are  young  and  inconsistent.” 

Bartalo  has  gained®  473  yards  on  91  attempts  in 
1-985,  and- Stouffer  has  completed  86  passes  in  136 
attempts  for  920  yards  and  six  TDs  while  giving  up 
only  two  interceptions. 

“CSU  throws  a  lot,  more  than  us,  probably,”  said 
BYU  strong  safety  Rob  Ledenko.  “I  think  we’re 
more  physical,  though,  and  that  should  make  the 
difference.” 

Stouffer  is  hobbled  by  an  ankle  injury,  cutting 
down  even  more  his  less-than^average  mobility. 

Edwards  acknowledged  the  off  week  “was  be¬ 
neficial  for  us,”  but  the  Cougars  will  still  be  without 
the  services  of  wide  receiver  Glen  Kozlowski,  an 
All-  American  candidate.  Koz  will  be  replaced  by 
junior  Scott  Norberg.  Norberg  has  caught  two  pas¬ 
ses  for  29  yards,  but  not  many  balls  have  come  his 
way.  Mark  Bellini  leads  the  team  with  27  catches 
for  430  yards  and  six  TDs. 

Robbie  Boseo  is  ahead  of  his  last  season’s  statis¬ 
tics,  except  for  interceptions.  Bosco  has  completed 
111  passes  in  167  attempts  for  1448  yards  and  nine 
TDs,  allowing  nine  interceptions.

What  he  found  however,  was  a  host  of 
i.(:  upperclassmen  who  had  volunteered  to 
Ittl  guide  and  help  new  students  through  their 
first  weeks  at  BYU.  He  also  found  new 
friends. 

The  purpose  of  Y-groups  is  to  give  enter- 
•rl  mg  freshmen  and  transfer  students  a  more 
^  personal  introduction  to  BYU  through  up- 
tt  perclassmen,  according  to  Tamara  Quick, 
lead  of  Student  Life  Development  Projects. 

According  to  Quick,  the  idea  of  Y-groups 
iy  s  not  new.  When  she  was  a  student,  having 
an  upperclassman  show  entering  freshmen 
die  ropes  was  part  of  orientation.  The  idea 
slowly  faded  away,  however. 

‘Wien  I  returned  to  BYU  as  an  adminis¬ 
trator,  no  one  could  tell  me  where  they  (Y- 
groups)  went,”  Quick  said.  Some  people  told 
•ler  upperclassmen  couldn’t  help  with  fresh¬ 
man  orientation  because  it  was  inconvenient 
for  them  to  come  a  week  early.  “I  thought 
>$l  upperclassmen  were  more  altruistic  than 
;hat.” 

Quick  said  the  Student  Life  office  wanted 
'jo  re-establish  Y-groups  to  give  entering 
freshmen  and  transfer  students  a  more  per- 
i  ional  introduction  to  BYU.

Steve  Farrel  is  the  director  of  the  Student 
nvolvement  Office,  which  is  a  volunteer  stu¬ 
dent  organization.  It  is  separate  from 
\SBYU  and  its  purpose  is  just  what  its 
i  tame  says  —  to  get  students  involved  with 
lelping  each  other. 

Together,  Student  Life  and  Student  In- 
■olvement  sent  out  more  than  500  applica¬ 
tions  to  upperclassmen  in  good  academic 
tanding,  asking  them  to  consider  being  Y-

seniors  came  because  of  their  own  memories 
of  their  freshman  year,  said  Quick.  They 
were  eager  to  make  it  easier  for  the  new 
students. 

The  new  Y-group  leaders  attended  a 

administration  personnel  trained  them  in 
their  roles. 

According  to  Gregg  Harris,  coordinator  of 


Student  Involvement,  a  main  purpose  of  Y- 
group  leaders  is  to  show  new  students  that 
BYU  is  a  university  that  has  moral  char¬ 
acter. 

’  The  Y-group  logo  is-virtus  ,  veritas,  visum: 
virtue,.'  t^h.  Vision  -Hafris 1  said"  Student 
Life  wanfecl  to  ensure  that  students  become, 
in  BYU  President  Jeffrey  Holland’s  words,

Harris  said  through  this  training,  faculty 
and  administrators  could  pass  on  their  know¬ 
ledge  and  experience  to  Y-group  leaders, 
who  in  turn  give  it  to  new  students. 

Such  experience  is  needed  to  guide  new 
students  in  the  BYU  system.  Having  an  ex¬ 
perienced  upperclassman  explain  the  system 
can  save  a  new  student  time  and  frustration. 

Quick  said  acquainting  new  students  with 
their  advisement  centers  is  also  an  impor¬ 
tant  role  of  Y-group  leaders  and  is  important 
to  the  freshmen  students’  academic  prog-

Y-group  leaders  also  escorted  students  to 
orientation  activities  and  meetings,  showed 
them  where  to  rent  lockers,  obtain  I.Ds  and 
more  importantly,  gave  them  the  opportun¬ 
ity  to  make  friends. 

Marne  Garlick,  a  sophomore  from  Amer¬ 
ican  Fork  majoring  in  French  teaching,  said 
she,  as  a  Y-group  leader,  wanted  to  give  new 
students  the  chance  to  make  friends. 

She  prepared  a  “call  your  Y-group  leader 
card”  for  her  students.  The  card  promised 
them  assistance,  ice  cream,  and  a  listening 
ear  when  college  life  becomes  distressing. 

Twelve  of  Garlick’s  22  students  showed  up 
at  the  opening  meeting.  Garlick  said  they 
were  quiet  at  first  but  before  long  were  pull¬ 
ing  together. 

Several  of  her  students  took  time  out  after 
bowling  to  discuss  Y-groups  and  life  at  BYU. 
Most  of  them  said  fitting  .in  at  college  and 
getting  along  with  others  was  a  chief  con¬ 
cern.  They  said  their  major  academic  con¬ 
cern  was  keeping  up  with  their  reading. 

Many  freshman  are  hesitant  about  becom¬ 
ing  involved  in  the  groups.  “At  first  I  didn’t 
want  to  go,”  said  Toni  Tate  of  her  Y-group. 
But  Tate,  a  freshman  from  San  Jose,  Calif., 
with  an  undeclared  major,  said  she  quickly 
overcame  her  reluctance  once  the  activities 
began. 

Quick  said  it  Was  satisfying  to  see  upperc¬ 
lassmen  take  a  genuine  interest  in  BYU’s 
newest  students  and  to  see  them  benefit 
from  the  experience  also. 

“One  Y-group  leader  had  only  one  student 
show  up,”  said  Quick.  It  was  obvious  she  (the 
new  student)  was  scared  and  needed  some¬ 
body.

Rendition  of  To  Kill  a  Mockingbird' 
nvolves  viewers  to  make  statement

!  or  the  actors  cast  in  the  shortened  version  of  "To  Kill  a  Mock¬ 
ingbird"  have  had  little  experience  in  acting,  but  under  the  direction 
of  John  Whitaker,  they  were  able  to  understand  their  roles  better. 


With  an  emphasis  on  discussing  racial  discri¬ 
mination,  an  abbreviated  version  of  the  play  “To 
Kill  a  Mockingbird”  was  presented  in  the  Nelke 
Experimental  Theatre  Thursday  afternoon. 

John  Whitaker,  a  senior  from  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  directed  the  play,  which  takes  place  in  the 
South  in  the  1930s.  The  play  deals  mainly  with  the 
problems  of  racial  discrimination. 

Harper  Lee’s  book,  To  Kill  a  Mockingbird,  is  the 
story  of  a  black  man,  Tom,  who  is  accused  of  beat¬ 
ing  and  “taking  advantage”  of  a  white  girl.  A  white 
lawyer  represents  Tom  in  court,  before  a  jury  made 
up  mostly  of  whites.  In  Whitaker’s  production  the 
audience  makes  up  the  jury. 

The  case  is  presented,  and  Whitaker  leaves  the 
decision  of  whether  Tom  is  guilty  to  the  members  of 
the  audience. 

Whitaker,  who  is.  probably  best  known  for  his 
role  as  J ody  in  the  television  series  “Family  Affair”, 
had  several  reasons  for  directing  this  play.  Hq  had 
played  the  part  of  Atticus  Finch,  the  lawyer  repre¬ 
senting  Tom,  in  high  school  so  he  already  had  ex¬ 
perience  with  the  work. 

Whitaker  said  he  also  felt  he  could  make  a  state¬ 
ment  about  apartheid.  “Other  universities  have 
their  things  to  do  with  apartheid.  This  is  my  little 
bit  of  information  that  I  add  to  that,”  he  said. 

F or  many  of  the  actors,  this  was  the  first  experi¬ 
ence  they  have  had  in  acting.  Keith  Hamilton,  who 
played  the  part  of  Tom,  said  Whitaker  helped  him 
understand  the  importance  and  nature  of  his  role. 
“John  told  me  to  think  about  things  that  have  made 
me  mad  in  the  past,”  he  said. 

Whitaker  said  that  one  of  the  most  difficult  prob¬ 
lems  he  faced  in  producing  the  play  was  casting  the 
blacks.  He  said  that  due  to  the  small  number  of 
blacks  on  campiis,  it  was  difficult  to  find  people  to 
fill  those  roles.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  -  A  federal  judge,  rejecting  vehement 
government  protests,  ruled  Wednesday  that  an  FBI  agent  may 
testify  at  Richard  W.  Miller’s  espionage  trial  about  alleged  Mor¬ 
mon  favoritism  by  the  local  FBI  chief. 

U.S.  District  Judge  David  Kenyon  also  said  he  would  allow 
Bernardo  “Matt”  Perez  to  tell  jurors  he  recommended  Miller  be 
fired  two  years  before  the  agent  was  arrested  on  espionage 
charges,  a  recommendation  Perez  claims  was  turned  down  be¬ 
cause  Miller  was  a  Mormon. 

Perez’s  testimony  could  be  relevant  on  the  issue  of  alleged  bias 
by  Richard  T.  Bretzing,  special  agent  in  charge  of  the  Los 
Angeles  office,  Kenyon  said. 

“Any  evidence  that  would  show  agent  Bretzing  was  informed 
by  others  that  they  thought  he  was  protecting  or  favoring  Mr. 
Miller  —  that  would  be  appropriate,”  the  judge  said. 

Perez,  whose  claims  were  heard  first  outside  the  jury’s  pre¬ 
sence  because  of  prosecution  objections,  did  not  immediately  get 
to  tell  his  story  to  the  jurors,  as  Kenyon  allowed  time  to  pursse 
transcripts  of  a  discrimination  hearing  in  which  Perez  was  the 
central  figure  and  Bretzing  was  a  key  witness. 

That  hearing  took  place  last  year  before  the  federal  Equal 


Economic  Opportunity  Commission  after  Perez,  now  assistant 
special  agent  in  charge  of  the  FBI’s  El  Paso,  Texas,  office,  filed  a 
complaint  alleging  religious  discrimination  because  he  was  a 
Roman  Catholic,  not  a  Mormon. 

U.S.  Attorney  Robert  Bonner  had  argued  allegations  lodged 
by  Perez  were  irrelevant.  But  the  defense  contended,  on  the 
contrary,  Perez’s  testimony  outside  the  jury’s  presence  showed 
Bretzing  had  lied  under  oath  at  the  trial. 

Perez,  in  a  three-hour  witness-stand  preview  of  what  he  would 
teli  jurors,  accused  Bretzing,  a  Mormon  bishop,  of  protecting 
Miller,  “a  bumbler”  and  “the  FBI  joke,”  because  Miller  too  was  a 
Mormon. 

“I’d  seen  this  happen  with  other  Mormons  and  only  Mormons,” 
said  Perez,  in  a  hearing  punctuated  by  frequent  prosecution 
objections. 

Miller,  48,  the  first  FBI  agent  ever  tried  for  espionage,  is 
charged  with  passing  classified  FBI  documents  to  the  Soviet 
Union  for  promises  of  $65,000  in  cash  and  gold. 

Miller’s  Soviet  lover,  Svetlana  Ogorodnikov,  and  her  husband, 
Nikolay,  pleaded  guilty  in  the  midst  of  their  earlier  trial  and  were 
sentenced  to  prison.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  Republican  con-  A  proposal  to  cut  off  federal  money  to  cities 
gressman,  saying  the  general  population  should  not  which  do  not  close  public  bath  houses  could  be 
be  “guinea  pigs”  in  the  study  of  AIDS,  is  seeking  attached  to  an  appropriations  measures  set  to  come 
support  for  proposals  that  include  banning  young  to  the  House  floor  this  week,  perhaps  Wednesday, 
victims  from  school  and  shutting  down  public  bath  according  to  Rep.  Robert  Walker,  R-Pa. 
houses. 


Rep.  William  Dannemeyer  of  California  has 
already  picked  up  the  backing  of  several  colleagues 
for  measures  he  says  will  protect  Americans  from 
the  deadly  disease. 

Despite  unanswered  questions  about  AIDS, 
Dannemeyer  told  House  colleagues  in  a  letter  circu¬ 
lated  last  week  that  the  political  and  medical  com¬ 
munities  have  avoided  taking  reasonable  precau¬ 
tions  “out  of  fear  of  discriminating  against  the  un¬ 
fortunate  victims  of  this  disease.” 

But  he  added: 

“Due  to  uncertainty  on  transmission  and  cure,  it 
seems  only  prudent  that  we  take  all  precautions 
and  not  make  the  general  population  into  guinea 
pigs  for  determining  transmissibility  of  the  AIDS 
virus.” 

Federal  officials  say  there  is  no  evidence  the  fatal 
disease  is  transmitted  any  way  other  than  through 
sexual  contact  or  blood.  More  than  13,000  Amer¬ 
icans  have  the  disease,  and  that  number  is  increas¬ 
ing  rapidly.  Half  the  victims  have  died,  and  there  is 
no  known  cure. 


Dannemeyer’s  other  ideas  either  are  considered 
unnecessary  by  public  health  officials  or  have  been 
instituted,  he  said. 

Rep.  Henry  Waxman,  D-Calif.,  chairman  of  a 
House  health  subcommittee,  was  skeptical  of  the 
Republicans’  motives  on  the  bath  house  proposal. 

President  Reagan  and  other  administration  offi¬ 
cials  have  defended  their  handling  of  the  AIDS 
crisis,  describing  it  as  the  No.  1  health  priority. 

Besides  closing  bath  houses  and  keeping  children 
with  AIDS  out  of  school,  Dannemeyer  has  sug¬ 
gested: 

—  Making  it  a  felony  for  a  person  in  an  AIDS 
high-risk  group  to  knowingly  donate  blood. 

—  Forbidding  discrimination  against  nurses  who 
use  protective  garments  in  treating  AIDS  victims. 

—  Prohibiting  a  person  with  AIDS  from  practic¬ 
ing  in  the  health  care  industry.
